To view of-the projected reclumation of tha 
lforeshore.in Hongkong and the diseussion 
of the conditions under which .it ia to ‘ba 
carried, out, sowe Jocal interest attaché 
to a judgment recently delivered? by the 
Tudical Committee of the Privy Council on 
an appeal from: the ‘Straits Sottlemonts.

1878 from (he owner, 
for-the torm of six yeara, and it’ was agreed 
that if the leaseo should be desjroua of tuk. 
ing a renewed lease for the term of six years, 
and should give six months’ notice in 
writing of his desire, the lessor would 
execiite a renewed losso for the term of 
six years, The Ivasce exercised his ‘right 
of renewal, be judgment’ gays:—“ Aa 
ingenious drguméut ‘waa. thea ~ present- 
ed, and very ably presduted, on behalf bf 
the Government, to the effect that its right 
to-execate—worka which might injorioua. 
ly affect the land of the owners was prior in 
time to the interest conferred :by tha rene’ 
ed lease,  It-ia quid that “the-cavonant for} 
renewal was one that could not ba enforced 
by way of specific’ perfarmiance ; that it con- 
ferred to interest in. the land upon the 
lessee ; Lhat no such interest waa acquired 
by him: cil the 22nd: June, 1883, wheo tho 
terms of ranewal wera agreed on; that in 
November, 1882, the lessor bad given to the 
Government ‘a licence to execute the works 
affecting. the land; that. be-thereby- bound 
himself not to grapt'any intorest in the land 
which should -derogate from that licence ; 
that hia obligation affected the laud; and 
that what the lessee took undor.the renewal 
he took aubject.to the licence. Whether the 
argument would: bo sound: if the agreement 
ofthe 20th Novonibor, 1982, purported to 
five such's licenco. to the Government, ig a 
point on which their Lordships do not pro- 
nounce avy‘opinion. They.think that the 
agreement 1s, not.to.be so construed. The 
owner agree’ to nothing except to par for 
tho land, They give no warranty, covenant, 
or licence. They do not’ purport to ree 
present anybody but thomselves,. Thore is 
nothing to show-that the Government ' was 
not taking the weaaal course, by. making, ins 
quiry.-of the partiesin actual possession, 
ing swith them according: to th 
“Undeubtedly the owners pre- 
tbemeelves, and ‘of course all. who 
‘claim through them by title subsequently 
arising, from complaining if the works they 
have auctioned injure their property. 
That is all Tho interesta of. other 
parttes, of all who. claim under prior 
obligations, ara left untouched.” The’ 
engo ia useful. as pointing out difficulties 
which may be encountered in adjusting the 
variaua intereats- affected: by: the. propésed 
Praya Reclamation scheme.

FALL oF A PART OF THE HONG- 
KONG HOTEL. 
ae 

About two’ o’olock on Wadnesday morning, 
the llth inatant,’'s portion of the Hong- 
kong Hotel ‘fell ‘in. On the first. floor 
operations * wore in progress on. the north 
wall of the dinivg room for the purpose of ‘on- 
Jarging the latter by taking in the corresponding 
room of the new wing, The joists at this: end 
did not rest on any beam, "but were simply ran 
into thé wall, Tho outting out. of the win- 
dow frames pertiaps weakened tho support 
of some of them, and tho ‘pier detivean 
the spaces .lormerly - filled by the . win- 
dows having given way ‘the result was thot 
this end of the hotol sfoll in, “A bed-room im- 
rmediatoly over the dining room wns occupied by 
a lady, Mra. Ogston, who was fortunately rotsed. 
by a preliminary shake and rushed out on the 
serandah just in time to escape. The. room 
above that was occupied by a Spanish gontlouran, 
Sonor Doniinguez, who had occasion to go to. an= 
other part of tha hotel for a faw minutes, and 
on_ltis return “he ‘found his room gone. 

Tho noise-caused hy the falling in naturally 
aroused the residents in the hotel; many of 
whom rushed ‘from their rooms, in various stages 
of dashabills, to inquire the canae of tha alarm, 
One of the first tobe awakened was the:mauager, 
Mr. Roberts, who, on coming out of his room, was 
mot by ono of tho hotel boys, wha informed him 
that the wall of No. 38 bad fallen in. Mr. Ro- 
ports at.once roshad to that part of-tho building’ 
tonscortuin whether the inmate of the room, Mrs, 
Ogaton, had escaped. Before ho could reach tho 
roam, or rather whorg.tho room-had boon, ho mot 
Mrs.’ Ogston coming”in his directzon, in a great. 
state of alarm, and immediately afterwards thoy 


werg joined by the ‘geatleman from tho room 
above. Having satisfied himself that they bad 
notsafferad, beyond a fright; Mr. Robortsat once 
proceeaadl downstairs to the billiard room. . His’ 
rst thought was, to prevent tho escape ff gas, but, 
fearing io create au unnecessary alarm by turnin, 
it off, he opened all the windows, and, on tho arri- 
val of one of tho Gas Company’s omployés, who 
had been sent for, succeeded in stopping all 
| places from which if could escape, On. examin- 
ing the ruing a most complete, wreck was dis- 
leovered, The débris of: the two -bed rooms on 
tho second and third floor had fallon’ into tho 
upper end of the dining room, the floor of which 
being wnablo to stand the weight hal given way, 
and the whole, mass had been preoipitsted, into 
the Billiard Room below, amashing threo of the 


imporsibte to estimate tha amount of. ‘damage 
done, but besides that done to the Hotel itadlf 
and to the contents of the Billiard Room, the 
whole of the furniture of the two bedrooms has 
been completoly destroyed. In addition to'this 
a large qnantity of plate, ‘croo Ware, 
ontlery, and glass, which was atored in the uppor 
end of the dining: room, is buried.in the rning, 
and it is not probable that, if recovered, much of 
it will be of ‘use again: The occupant of tho 
top room had in his room s'large quantity of 
jewellery, in his trunks, which are buried in tlie 
débris, After viowing the extont of the damage 
and considoring the suddenness of the nocident, 
it appears almost miraculous that if, should baye- 
bean’ unattended by loss of lifo.” Had the fall 
ocenrred earlier in tho day, when: thé dining 
room was fullor when a larry: number of per- 
sons wero in the billiard room, the Loss of life that 
must have ensued is terrible to.contemplate: «It 
speaks. wall for” the resources of the Hotel and 
the effoiency of its miagemant that breakfast 
was served as usual yostorday morning, the read- 
ing room having been turned into a dining room, 
and that vor little inconvenience to tho inmates 
of the Hotel tas been ‘caused by. the’ necident. 
‘Mon wore'at once started on the work of exce- 
}vation; and thodamage will be repaired as quick- 
jy as possible, During the 11th inst. the 
Hotel was visited by a grost number of porsons 
anxious to witness the extent of the damage. 7 
' Considerable prograss was matteon the t2tiri ny 
at the. Hongkong Hotel in removing the dzbris 
eausod by tho late accident. The billiard room 
has beon partially olearod of tho rabbish whioh: 
fell’ in there, snd_the trunks and property of 
Mrs. Ogeton and Mr. Domingnez, the ocenpants 
of the bedrooms which collapsed, have boon 
recovered, 


FATAL FIRE IN. GRAHAM STREET, 
. ea HONGKONG. ee) 2 
eS mmaamlpmtn 
About three o'clock am. om the 13th inst. 
a fire broke out in No. 29, Grabam Street, Both 
the Volunteor and the Govornment Fire Brigades 
hastened to the spot, but the fire had a good hold, 


and by the time they arrived, 
29 was in flamos, and the adjoining and opposite 
hoyses in imminent dangor.. A’ large: quantity 
of water was qnickly brought to bean en tho 
flames, and though it was found impossible-to 
prevent the destruction of No, 29, the 'fire- 
ton managed to confine. the conflagration to 
the ons houge, and the fire was practically ‘ex- 
tinguished shortly before. four o’oloolt,.. when 
the Volunteer. Brigade withdrew, leaving 
® portion of the Government Brigade ta 
“atend by.” The inhabitants of the adjoiu- 
ing houses, Nos. 27 and 31, the former a Japa- 
ness, the latter a Chinese brothel, then retamud 
to then, believing all danger to te over. About: 
five o'clock Foreman Kemp, who" was in ohargo, 
noticing eomeof the heama of the roof of No. 
27 were on.tira and could not ba efféotually got 
ai by wator, avent on to the roof. of , the 
house, accompanied by Johnson; and one or two 
othors of the Brigades. Thoy hed suchoaded in 
removing several of the burning beams, when 
suddenly the roofs of: the two houses 
gave way and the walls fell “in, reducing tho 
honses to a total_wreok.~ Jobnson:and.-Kemp.. 
Yell with the roof, “Luckily Johnson ‘escaped 
uuhurt, while Kemp, thongh badly bruiaed 
and out shout the hosd and body, was 
not seriously hurt. ‘Immediately. Kemp had 
extricated ‘himself from’ the’ débria he heard 
ories coming from the ruine. He at once sot 
the firemen to work, and six Jopanose women 
wore iaken out, five of whom were apparently 
little worse for the accident, while: the aixth had 
sustained injuries auflciently serious to warrant 
her being sentto the Hospital. Ancther woman 
was afterwards taken out who was found? to be 
quite dead. . The inmates of No. 31) were, found 
to have’ been more fortunate, ‘all maniging” to 
escape unhurt, with the.exeeption of-one wo 

| whose ankles were broken and who had enatained 
some other elight injurles,~  -

other walls had collapsed... Tha wholo of both 
houses had fallen, Both houses were inhabited, 
They were two-storeyed houses, No, 27 was a 
Tapaneso brothel on both floors.” No, 31 way oe 
earpenter’s ahop on the ground floor ‘and a Chi- 
nese brothel. on the top floor: We wera not 
paying on to the houses at the tine us wo were 
not able to see where the beams were on fire. It 
was not possiblo to reach tho burning beams with 
water, without going on the roof. The beauta 
hoing on fire ondangered the adjoining houses. 
Afler getting into the strect I heard cries from 
the débris,.

I was working with the fowr deccas- 
ed ontting stone ut the end of the new dook.

I find that the reason given for reserving: a 
district in tho city of Vieforia for Enrapeans 
only, as tha Bill stntes, is that “the health and 
comfort of Europeaus” demandit. Now, there are 
in Hongkong (besides Buropeans)_ Americans, |
